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She largo airfield west of ICaLUTBT (35°55*L./56 0 52*H), Kalinin 
Oblast, had two concrete runways crossing each other.. One oi 
then was at least 6.600 feet long. Four* or five large hangars 
with vaulted blade— tar rod roofs were at the field. 

Officer students attending the academy in town were being 
trained at the field. 

FI yin" activity: From ray to the Fall of 1943 there was intensive 
flyinc with twin-engine Pe-2s and conventional fighters. The 
Pe~?s made formal ion flights with up to 27 planes, firing prac- 
tices, and night flights until September 1949.

a. The largo military airfield west of L ALII. II. with the in- 
proved runways and several large hangars is known from pre- 
vious reports. The statement that the previously reported 
occupation by twin-engine bombers and single-engine fighters 
was replaced by jet fighters in the Fall of 1943 is con- 
sidered to be confirmed. 

b„ This report describes a Pe-2 bonbr type but the descrip- 
tion in previous reports is definately of the TU-2 bomber * 

It is considered possible that both aircraft types are sta- 
tioned at the field* 

c„ The two jet aircraft types are not accurately reproduced 
on the attached sketches. Although the sketch of type 1 is 
not evaluable, it may be •"eant to reproduce a two-seat Yak 
jet trainer. The swept- wing design reproduced on sketch 2 
(first described with drop tank under fuselage) is charac- 
terized by features of the 1943 design also incorporated 
by MILO YAH and Lavochkin for mass production. 

d* It is assumed that a flying school for initial and ad- 
vanced training, probably also for final fighter training • 
and retraining on jet aircraft, is stationed there. The 
information on gr-r-un flying with up tc 25 jet planes indi- 
cates that a jet fighter unit is also stationed at the field, 

e* The information on the airfield south of UAL II; XL confirms 
previous reports according to which a flying school for 
beginners is assumed to be there.
